Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicants contend that the phrase "consisting 
essentially of overconnes the prior art since inclusion of essential ingredients (i.e. flavoring agents) of Hall ('604) would materially affect 
the solution of the claimed invention as they would alter the appearance, color, taste, and texture of the food product. However, the claims 
are not limited to food products and no data providing support for this position has been provided. Furthermore, it is submitted that the 
flavoring agents would not affect food products that are already the flavor of the flavoring agents. Regarding arguments that the flavoring 
agents would impart a greasy layer to treated surfaces, no evidence has been provided supporting this position so the argument is not 
persuasive, especially since the amounts are so low (0.2%). 
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
